Davis went over after a deadlock 
that had continued through nine days 
Of balloting. 
Nomination of the foi'- 
mer ambassador to Great Britain was 
made by acclamation. 
Davis began to run strong in the 
morning after Smith and McAdoo had 
released their delegates. 
The 
Mc­ 
Adoo forces tirst 
swung to Davis. 
The Smith faction began to give Un­ 
derwood 
a 
run, 
but 
it 
was 
soon 
learned that they were also favorab.e 
to Davis, and u.at their strategy was 
to get the McAdoo end of the conven­ 
tion ho thoroughly committed to the 
West Virginian that they could not 
back away from him. 
Then the play 
was to drop Underwood and swing in 
behind Davis so fast he would go 
over without a doubt. 
Tin. play wors­ 
t’d perfectly and there was started an 
immediate scramble among states to 
Change their votes and get on the 
band wagon. 
First ot the dark horse candidates 
to be withdrawn was Meredith. Then 
came Unuerwood. 
Un motion of Tag­ 
gart of Indiana, the rules were sus­ 
pended and Davis was made the nom­ 
inee by acclamation. 
A terrific shout rocked the garden, 
and the 
West 
Virginia 
delegation, 
waving the white, blue and gold state 
flag and bearing aloft enormous pic­ 
tures of the nominee, launched into a 
parade. 
Every state stndard was im­ 
mediately in line. 
The band blared 
‘’Glory. Glory hallelujah.” 
Hundreds 
of delegates sang and shouted. 
The 
galleries looked on with 
hardly a 
sound, waving handkerchiefs. 
The state delegations paraded in 
groups. 
Among the latter was the 
Maryland delegation, headed by Gov­ 
ernor Ritchie, who 
himself was a 
dark horse. 
E. T. Meredith .of Iowa, 
who appeared likely for a time to 
inherit the McAdoo votes, stood at 
the corner of his delegation looking 
rather unhappy at the sudden devel­ 
opment. 
Davis’ 
nomination 
followed 
the 
w ithdrawal of William G. McAdoo and 
Governor Al Smith from the race. 
The word that McAdoo 
had with­ 
drawn came just in the middle of the 
9iffh ballot, and its effect was not felt 
until the 100th ballot. 
Then a Mc­ 
Adoo move tg r Meredith was sprung. 
The decision to withdraw came just 
24 hours before the 
announcement 
was made. 
At that time, Rockwell 
and several floor leaders 
informed 
McAdoo that he did not have a chance 
to secure the nomination and that to 
prolong the strenuous fight against 
Smith longer could not aid him ma ­ 
terially. 
McAdoo’s 
withdrawal 
fol­ 
lowed a conference 
with 
Governor 
Smith. 
Davis was not on W illiam J. Bry­ 
an's ‘’white list” of candidates which 
he presented to the convention last 
week. 
Bryan, who had been calling 
Da v is “ J. P. Morgan's lawyer,” made 
strenuous efforts on the floor of the 
co nv entio n to check the stampede to 
Da v ia . 
Tho ma s Ta g g a rt, 
the Indiana lead­ 
er, ex pressed great satisfaction with 
the no mina tio n and openly declared 
tha t D a v is’ leg a l 
connections pro v ed 
bis ca pa city for the presidency. 
Jo sephus Da niels, former secretary

that 
have 
lallen to me by its deliberate and 


unanimous choice. 
Not least of these 
is the duty to put before the country 
as clearly as my powers permit the 
Democratic creed and the Democratic 
policy as the convention has declared 
them. 
"That this creed and this policy 
will receive the militant support of 
all those who call themselves by the 
Democratic name I do not doubt for 
an instant. 
I shall hope to rally to 
their aid that great body of liberal, 
progressive and independent thought 
which believes that ’progress is mo­ 
tion, government is action,’ which de­ 
nies privilege in whatever form and 
which does not wish the American 
people or their government to stand 
still or retreat from the midst of a 
changing world. 
There can be no 
compromise with 
reaction. 
Liberal 
principles must and will prevail. This 
is the mandate of the hour and 1 shall 
obey it.” 
Senior Walsh of Montana, in de­ 
clining the 
Democratic 
nomination 
for vice president, said in a letter 
read to the Democratic convention:

announced after Davis had been nom­ 
inated that he would “ support the 
ticket.”

For Grafton Farm.

posed new Grafton state ho spita l for 
feeble-minded depends upon the city 
council of Elyria, O.

The supply o f 
water at Elyria, which is 
pumped 
from Lake Erie, is amply sufficient to 
permit the sale of all the water that 
would be required at 
Grafton, six 
miles south. The rale that is charged 
largo consumers, however, is entirely 
too high for the state to consider 
making a contract, and the question 
of whether a supply is sold to the 
state depends entirely upon the rate 
given. 
The proposition to sell the 
state water met with favor, 
but the

to be charged. 
If a satisfactory rate can be made, 
the board of control will be asked to 
make available funds immediately so 
that work of constructing a pipe line 
to the Grafton farm can be sta rted.

a run, 
but it

soon 
learned that they were also favorable 
to Davis, and tuat their strategy was 
to get the McAdoo end of the conven­ 
tion so thoroughly committed to the 
West Virginian that they could not 
back away from him. 
Then the play 
was to drop Underwood and swing in 
behind Davis so fast he would go 
over without a doubt. The play wont­ 
ed perfectly and there was started an 
immediate scramble amcmg states to 
change their votes and get on the 
band wagon. 
First ai the dark horse candidates 
to be withdrawn was Meredith. Then 
came underwood. 
On motion of Tag­ 
gart of Indiana, the rules were sus­ 
pended and Davis was made the nom­ 
inee by acclamation. 
A terrific shout rocked the garden, 
and the 
West 
Virginia delegation, 
waving the white, blue and gold state 
flag and bearing aloft enormous pic­ 
tures of the nominee, launched into a 
parade. 
Every state stndard was im­ 
mediately in line. 
The band blared 
“Glory. Glory Hallelujah.” 
Hundreds 
of delegates sang and shouted. 
The 
galleries looked on with hardly a 
sound, waving handkerchiefs. 
The state delegations paraded in 
groups. 
Among the latter was the 
Maryland delegation, headed by Gov­ 
ernor Ritchie, who 
himself was a 
dark horse. 
E. T. Meredith .of Iowa, 
who appeared likely for a time to 
inherit the McAdoo votes, stood at 
the corner of his delegation looking 
rather unhappy at the sudden devel­ 
opment.

I shall hope to rally to 
their aid that great body of liberal, 
progressive and independent thought 
which believes that progress is mo­ 
tion, government is action,’ which de­ 
nies privilege in whatever form and 
which does not wish the American 
people or their government to stand 
still or retreat from the midst of a 
changing world. 
There can be no 
compromise with 
reaction. 
Liberal 
principles must and will prevail. This 
is the mandate of the hour aud I shall 
obey it.’* 
Sentor Walsh of Montana, in de­

UP TO ELYRIA COUNCIL 


CONFERENCE FELD AT PARIS 


British Prime Minister Reports Sub­ 
stantial Beginning Toward a Full 
Accord Between France and Great 
Britain—Full Rights For American 
Member of Council Suggested by 
MacDonald. 


Paris, July IO.—At the conference 
between Prime Minister MacDonald 
of England and Premier Harriot of 
France a Joint note to the allies waa 
drawn up suggesting how the differ­ 
ent questions connected with the ap­ 
plication of the Dawes plan might ba 
settled. 
The British premier said the docu­ 
ments he had drawn up with Herriot 
constituted the joint note which ex­ 
plained how the I awes' plan prob­ 
lems might be scaled at the later­ 
a le d London conference which re­ 
mained fixed for July 16.

clared there was no thought, of post­ 
poning the conference. 
MacDonald 
added:

In his statement Premier MacDon­ 
ald said: 
"What an effect it would produce 
if we postponed it even for a short 
tiij^. We have invited the Americans 
to be present and they might think it 
queer if we were unable to go on 
with the conference at the date which 
was fixed for it. 
"We are facing an exceedingly in­ 
tricate series 
of 
misunderstandings 
which have grown up during the past 
few years. It will take time, patience 
and generosity of feeling between the 
two countries to settle them. 
Given 
these conditions, our countries will 
gain become the most friendly on 
arth.”

State Negotiating For Water Supply 
For Grafton Farm. 
Columbus, July IO.—John E. Har* 
per, state welfare director, declared 
that whether or not the state welfare 
department can arrange for an ade­ 
quate supply of water for the pro­ 
posed new Grafton state hospital for 
feeble-minded depends upon the city 
council of Elyria, O. 
Meetings were 
held this week with city officials at 
Elyria, and the matter waa referred 
to council for action. 
The supply of 
water at Elyria, which is 
pumped 
from Lake Erie, is amply sufficient to 
permit the sale of all the water that 
would he required at 
Grafton, six 
miles south. The rate that is charged 
large consumers, however, is entirely 
too high for the state to consider 
making a contract, and the question 
of whether a supply is sold to the 
state depends entirely upon the rate 
given. 
The proposition to sell the 
state water met with favor, but the 
issue is on the rates to be charged. 
If a satisfactory rate can be made* 
the board of control will be asked to 
make available funds immediately so 
that work of constructing a pipe line 
to the Grafton farm can he started.

IN TOWN BY EMBARGO 


^oot-nrd-Mouth 
Disease 
Quarantine 
on CaL.ornia Has Humor­ 
ous Side.

Sacramento.—Noah and his ark had 
nothing on the little mountain town 
of Cottonwood. Cal., when it comes to 
numbers and varieties of animals on 
hand. 
The foot-and-mouth disease, which 
has raged in California 
for several 
months, hut which now has been prac­ 
tically wiped out, has been a serious 
matter, hut there has been some hu­ 
mor in the situation, at that—witness 
the present state of affairs at Cotton­ 
wood. 
State and federal guards are sta­ 
tioned at Cottonwood, near the Ore­ 
gon border, to enforce quarantine reg­ 
ulations, which, among other tilings, 
forbid the transporting of animals and 
birds of any description into the state 
to the north. 
Tourists are halted by 
the score every day and those who 
are found to have their pet animal* 
or birds with them are forced to leave 
them behind when crossing the state 
boundary. 
Dogs, cats, canaries, parrots, chick­ 
ens, goats, guinea pigs,' monkeys, gold 
fish, horses, cows—even ostriches and 
a pet snake—all these have come un­ 
der the quarantine ban. The result Is 
Cottonwood’s facilities for caring for 
animals and birds have become over­ 
taxed. 
Many of the tourists passing through 
are wealthy and many of the pets are 
valuable. 
Result: The youngsters of 
Cottonwood are reaping a rich harvest 
from the pocketbooks of travelers who 
hire them to care for their pets until 
they can return for them or have them 
shipped. 
Every yard in town, practically, is 
stocked with stranded birds and ani­ 
mals. 
Two Eastern women tourists, cross­ 
ing Nevada state by automobile, were 
halted at the California line, In ac­ 
cordance with the rules, and were sent 
into one of several tents erected for 
occupancy 
of 
tourists 
while 
their 
clothing is disinfected. 
While the guards at the disinfecting 
station were busy with the women’s 
garments, the wind sweeping in off the 
desert lifted the tent from over the 
waiting 
tourists 
and 
left 
them, 
screaming and marooned, until the 
guards could obtain blankets for them.
